trains, thus saving the loss of con- 
siderable time, and also récogni- 
zing the advantage it would be to 
the persons living in the towns be- 
tween Calgary and Edmonton to 
travel to the respective stations 
from distances within a bundred 
miles on the morning train, tran- 
sact their business, and return in 
the afternoon of the same day, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway has de- 
cided with the issue of the summer 
time table, about. June let to in- 
augurate a tri-weekly night service, 
giving the same a thirty days’ 
trial: The time of the train has 
not yet been definitely decided up- 
on, but it will leave Calgary and 
Edmonton alternate nights about 
24.00 K and arrive at destination 
about 8.30K. The train will run 
to Red Deer in each direction 
witbout making more than one or 
two loca] s.ops, passing Red Deer 
about 4.45K or 5.0UK and picking 
up any local passengers wishing to 
go into Strathcona or Calgary re- 
spectively. If at the end of thirty 
days it is found there is not suffi- 
cient extra business offering to 
justify the additiomal expense of 
this service it will be discontinued. 

Owing to the rapid development 
of the towns between Calgary and 
Bassano it has been found neces- 
sary to inavgurate an additional 
local train between these points, 
to run daily except Sunday, com- 
mencing Monday, April 4th.

an average subsidy, that is a gift 
outright, had been granted of ap- 
proximately $9,000 per mile.. In 
addition they have been given an 
average of about 2,600 acres ‘of 
land per mile. On top of this 
there has been a total guarantee 
of bonds of about $60,000,000. 

Whether it has been right or 
wrong to come to the assistance of 
railway companies to this extent 
we do. not say, The fact that we 
wish to draw attention to is that it 
has been recognized in the past 
and is still recognized that a new 
country like Canada, in the devel- 
opment of which the building of 
railways means so much, the pub- 
lic must give generous aid if we 
are to secure what we desire. 

Hon. George P. Graham, Do- 
minion Minister of Railways, die- 
cussed the subject at Toronto the 
other night. After citing the aid 
which had been given to improve 
the facilities of transportation, he 
continued: 

“As a result Oanada occupies 
the position today of owning per 
heat ef population a greater rail- 
way mileage than any other coun- 
try. That proves that in propor- 
tion to our population we have 
done more than any other oountry 
in the world. 

“The question arises: - Why 
should the country aid private 
railroad enterprises? It is easy 
for you and me sitting at this ban- 
quet when we oan be at a railway 
station in four or five minutes to 
talk of not giving aid to railways, 
but you must remember your sons 
and daughters on the prairies who 
are tilling the soil sixty or seventy 
milesifrom any railway. It is, 1 
maintain, the. duty of every gov- 
ernment to aid in making remun- 
erative the labor of its subjects. 
Until Canada is eccupied by a 
population of 60,000,000—until 
the people no longer need aid that 
the fruite of their labor may re- 
ceive the highest reward—not un- 
til then, I maintain, will it be un. 
necessary in Canada to give aid to 
railways.” 

If this is true of the Dominion 
at large, how much more so is it 
of a province like Alberta with its 
whole future before it? 

During the course of the discus- 
sion that has been going on over 
the A. &. G. W. proposals, some 
astonishing statements have been 
made about the use to which “our 
money” was being put. One would 
think that for the firet time in his- 
tory a public body was coming to 
4 railroad’s aid. But if this road 
pays, as it must if the country to 
the north is all that those who are 
in & position to know say it is, the 
government will never be called 
upon to pay out a single sent. We 
are werely backing the notes of 
those who are taking up the enter- 
prise. This is a very different 
proposition from presenting them 
with $9,000 cash und 2,600 acres

The Value of Immigration. 


The government of the United 
States say that an able-bodied im- 
migrant coming tothe country is 
worth at least five thousand dollars 
to the country as a producer of 
wealth. If he brings with him 
wealth to start with, his value to 
the nation is just so much greater. 
Taking this as a basis, the wealth 
of Canadais increasing very fast 
from this source alone. Last year 
there were ninety thousand Ameri- 
cans with on the average of a thou- 
sand dollars each. Adding this to 
their productive value. it means 
that the United States alone has 
contributed to the wealth of this 
country to the amount of five hun- 
dred and forty million dollars. 
This year it is estimated that at 
least one hundred and twenty 
thousand Americans will come. 
This means a further increase of 
the nation’s wealth of over seven 
hundred million dollars. These 
facts explain why the government 
of the United States is making 
such strenuous efforts to keep its 
people from coming to Canada.

They would give a start to 
the systematic drainicg of farms, 
and that productive improvement 
would be but the beginning: of a 
series which would not stop until 
the farmhousé itself was made the 
pleasant, tastefal and’ modernly- 
equipped abode it ought to be. 
The moral no less than the social 
and economic benefits of good 
roads would be very great 

Their excellence would be an 
example always instrnetively be- 
fore the farmer, and the increased 
traffic they would develop would 
have a tendency to make the far- 
mer take more pride in the ap- 
pearance of his premises. The 
large number of passers-by in all 
kinds of road vehicles would add 
publicity to the influences opera- 
ting for the improvement of the 
farms. Trees would be planted, 
farms well tilled and homes beau- 
tified, partly from the motive to 
impress beholders agreeably. 
Good roads are required for the 
equalizing of the conditions of 
life as between city and country, 
and for increasing the hold of the 
rural digtricts upon their inhabi- 
tants. 


Situation in Alberta. 


The Winnipeg Free Press has 
the following to say with reference 
to the political situation in Alber- 
ta: 

The Free Prese took occasion a 
few days since to remind the war-

Canadian Northwest Land Regulations 
Pons person who is the sole head of a 


family, or any male over 18 years 
old, may homestead a quartr-section of 


available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 


any agency, on certain conditions, by fath- 
er, mother, son, daughter, brother or sis- 
ter of intending homesteader. 

Duties— Six months’ residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each of three 
years. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm ot 
at least 80 acres solely owned and occupi- 


ed by him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 
In certain districts a home-steader in 


geod standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—-Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and cul- 
tivate fifty acres extra’ 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased homestead 


in certain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties— Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and erect 
a house worth $300.00.

_the city boys to live on the farm;’? 
ifor the conditions that wou 


cause the country boy who is am- 
bitious, honest and industrious to 
remain on the farm in preference 
to going to the city, would cause 
the city boy, who sees opportuni- 
ties in the country, to go there. 

In other words, the solution of 
the “problem” of keeping the 


country boy on the farm is noth-. 


ing more nor less, according .to 
one authority, than bringing aboot 
conditions that will make country 
life socially more attractive and 
the possibilites of acquiring wealth 
there less remote. There is no 
questioning the fact that the 
greatest in@entive to the country 
boy is the hope of being able to 
distinguish himself in a profes- 
sional or business way to the ex- 
tent of becoming so successful as 
to gain a competency, or more, 
for himself and those dependent 
upon bim. 

One feature of this question that 
doesn’t seem to present \itself to 
the average writer on the subject 
is the fact that, judging by the 
success achieved by the country 
boy in the city, he is needed there. 
If he were not, the number of 
those achieving success in the dif- 
ferent lines of business and ia the 
professions would be very mater- 
ially smaller than it is. 

It is the possession of ambition, 
energy and perseverance whieb 
makes the country boy determined 
upon yreater things than he sees 
in prospect on the farm. Hence 


jasa rule it is the exceptionally
